No safety concerns 
at propane plant 

An anonymous email was sent to members of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury Town Council, local MP Peter Van Loan, 
the Fire Department and TSSA - Technical Standards 
and Safety Authority - alleging safety violations at Simcoe 
Energy & Technical Services on Dissette St. 

The email also raised the spectre of the Sunrise Propane 
blast - a fire and series of explosions at a plant in the Wilson 
and Keele St. area of Toronto, in 2008, that killed one 
worker and forced the evacuation of thousands of residents 
within a 1 mile radius. 

But an emergency inspection of the Bradford site by a 
TSSA inspector on Wednesday, brought in to respond to 
the email, “did not find any non-compliances” during an 
extensive inspection of the facility. 

The email had questioned whether the spent domestic 
propane cylinders at the site were being safely emptied 
and stored, and raised concerns regarding the presence of 
an 18,000 gallon truck tanker at the facility, among other 

“Obviously, these are unsubstantiated allegations, using 
very provocative language,” said Wilson Lee, Director of 
Stakeholder Relations at TSSA, earlier on Wednesday 
morning - noting that the TSSA would be taking a “prudent 
and cautious approach,” and dispatching an inspector to 
review the documentation and the operations at Simcoe 
Energy. 

Like the Sunrise plant in Toronto, Simcoe Energy 
& Technical Services was permitted to locate near a 
residential area because of pre-existing zoning. The 
industrial zoning along the east side of Dissette St. adjacent 
to the train tracks dates from 1958; the residential area 
to the west, including homes on Britannia Ave. that back 
on the street, was constructed in 1974. The propane tank 
storage and refill company moved to the site in 1997. 

“Over the years, we’ve had a small number of complaints 
about the site, and each time we’ve forwarded the 
complaints to the appropriate authorities,” the TSSA or Fire 
department, said BWG Mayor Doug White. "We take them 
seriously... I trust the appropriate people to do the right 
thing.” 

White noted that the allegations were anonymous, 
without any documentation. “Nothing is more important to

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Statement on Russian sanctions 


On Monday, I was included on a 
list of 13 Canadians sanctioned by 
the Putin regime in Russia. It was 
a response to our Government’s 
efforts to stand up against Russian 
aggression in Ukraine. 

From the beginning of Ukrainian 
citizens’ efforts to defend their 
freedom and sovereignty, our 
government has stood in vocal 
support. As Russia has escalated 
efforts against Ukraine, we have called 
on Putin to respect international 
law and commitments. Mr. Putin’s 
escalation and aggression, including 
military takeover of Crimea, has 
forced our Government, in co¬ 
ordination with our partners and 
allies, to impose economic sanctions 
and take actions that have further 
isolated his regime diplomatically. 

The sanctions brought against 
me are trivial when compared to 
the situation currendy faced by 
the people of Crimea and Ukraine. 
Russia's illegal occupation of Crimea 
not only violates Ukraine’s territorial 
integrity and sovereignty, but poses 
one of die greatest threats to global 
security and stability in recent 
memory. Most troubling, though, is 
its violation of the values of freedom, 
democracy and human rights - values 
that Canadians and so many others 


have fought for, time and again. 

Being of Estonian heritage, I can 
ted you that the last time Russians 
imposed travel arrangements on 
members of my family, they were 
to Siberia and they were one-way. 

My roots and the experience of 
my family have taught me that 
democracy and freedom can be 
easily lost, and must be vigorously 
defended. It is the driving force 
behind my becoming involved in 
Politics. It has been one reason why 
I have been actively engaged in our 
Government, responding to this issue 
and Russian aggression. What is at 
stake here is much greater than the 
sanctions brought against me and my 
colleagues on March 24. 

I am proud of Prime Minister 
Harper’s leadership in working with 
our allies to suspend Russia from 
the G-8, and to demonstrate a strong 
united front against Russia's reckless 
aggression. We need to ensure we 
do not see the same type of Russian 
violations to human rights and 
democracy that have occurred in the 
past. Our Government will continue 
to stand with our allies and condemn 
Mr. Putin’s military intervention in 
Ukraine.

The tragic conflict in Syria could be 
this century’s “Ethiopia.” Back in 1935, 
Benito Mussolini invaded Ethiopia, then 
known as Abyssinia. The action was 
condemned by the League of Nations, 
which imposed economic sanctions - 
but the basically ineffective response 
led to a conviction, on the part of Italy, 
that the rest of the western world had 
no appetite to get involved in conflict. 
Ethiopia paved the way for further 
expansionist aggression, leading to 
World War II. 


The West’s failure to respond to 
the slaughter of his own people by 
Syrian ruler Bashar al-Assad, and the 
ineffectiveness of the United Nations 
response has obviously been watched 
closely by Russian leader Vladimir 
Putin, who has come to his own 
conclusions as to the West’s appetite for 
conflict. 

We can’t help but think that if NATO 
had responded to Syria more strongly, 
as it did to the conflict in Libya, Putin 
might have thought twice, when it 
came to annexing Crimea and massing 
his troops along the eastern border of 
Ukraine.

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Local X-ray clinic hopes to work with Town 


When Architect Bill Lett was asked about an 
x-ray and ultrasound lab for the new Bradford 
Family Health Centre at 100 Holland Court, 
he warned that it is difficult to get a provincial 
licence, and that licences are given out based on 


And the Bradford area already has a licence. 

It has been held by Central X-Ray and 
Ultrasound for the past 16 years, located in the 
Bradford Medical building at 80 Holland St. East 
- just blocks away from the Family Health Centre. 

Manager Angela Reinemo is hoping that there 
can be close co-operation between the new 
Family Health Centre, its doctors and satellite of 
the Southlake Family Health Team, and Central 
X-Ray & Ultrasound. 

Reinemo, who brings a background as a 
financial consultant and mediator to the 
operation of Central X-Ray, has made “a lot of 
changes” - positive changes - in the two years 
since she’s taken over the running of the facility. 

Not only 
has Central 
X-Ray had a 
facelift, and 
installed

density tests, a 
full range of obstetrical 
ultrasound services, and 
echocardiograms.

“Ml of our technicians

care,” Reinemo says, noting that because of the 
minimal wait times - the clinic provides walk-in 
bone density and x-ray services, and honours 
any requisition - Central X-Ray gets referrals 
from as far away as Barrie and Aurora. 

"It’s a nice small-town, family atmosphere, 
but with the efficiency and proficiency” of a 
professional clinic, she says. “The service is 
available right here in Town. We offer a wide 
range of diagnostic services.” 

But she acknowledges there is a problem: 
accessibility. 

Central X-Ray and Ultrasound is located on 
the 2nd floor of Bradford Medical, up a flight of 

“We recognize that one of the goals we have 
is accessibility,” she says, explaining that the 
company is currently looking into a number of 
different options - including “dialogue with the 
Town of Bradford West GwUlimbury." 

“The Town of Bradford is growing. The bottom 
line is that we would be open 
to any change that facilitated 
integrated health care., for everyone 
in Bradford" - and improved 
accessibility. “Let’s explore our 
options... Let’s work together for the 
common good in Bradford.” 

And while change will take

resources," she is 
hoping that in the 
interim, Central X-Ray 
will be seen as a local 
resource, and continue 
to get local referrals.

Canada Revenue Agency ‘Phishing’ fraud 
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Designing a Community Park 


After a Visioning exercise in 
November 2013 for the new 
Henderson Community Park, Dillon 
Consulting identified a number of 
concepts as the foundation of its 
Master Plan Study. The consultants 
also used the input from the session 
and stakeholder interviews to develop 
a “high level" design for the park, 
which became the focus of a February 
11 Design Workshop.. 

Bradford West Gwillimbury resident 
Phyllis Henderson donated the 97 
acre property, located at the 9th Line 
and 10 Sideroad, to the Town of BWG 
in 2009. She envisioned a park that 


property, and everyone can find their 
needs here,” said Naylor, suggesting 
that it could be developed to include 
sports fields, flexible open areas for 
unprogrammed play, picnic areas, 
multi-use trails, even open-air cultural 
facilities. 

"Right now, it’s a concept at a very 
high level,” she said - and likely a high 
cost.

Consultant Eha 
Naylor presented several options for 
the layout of the new park, identifying 
areas of Active use, Passive use, 
natural environment, walkways, multi¬ 
use trails, parking and park buildings. 

“This is a very beautiful large

Following the Open House, the Master 
Plan Report will be finalized - and 
presented to Council in June.

Emerald Ash Borer confirmed 


It’s been confirmed: The Emerald 
Ash Borer, an invasive insect that 
attacks and destroys ash trees, has 
been identified in Simcoe County - 
and as of April 1, the County will be 
declared a “Regulated Area" by the 
Canadian Food Inspection Agency, 
with restrictions on the movement 
of landscaping materials, plants, and 
firewood. 

That will have an impact on residents 
who normally cottage or camp in the 
Muskokas. The declaration will mean 
that anyone used to bringing kindling 
or firewood on camping excursions 
can no longer bring wood from 
Simcoe County. 

Asked about the impact of the 
Emerald Ash Borer on the Town of 
Innisfil, Director of Infrastructure 
Andy Campbell warned that the insect 
will have a “devastating impact.” 
Within 5 to 10 years, “all the ash trees 
in Town will be dead” - and there 
are thousands of ash trees in the 
municipality. 

Innisfil is still working on a policy. 
Campbell noted that impacted 
municipalities have approached the 
problem in different ways. Some 


have clear-cut ash trees on municipal 
lands, replanting other species where 
appropriate; some have simply waited 
and removed dead and dying trees. 
Others are paying to treat valuable 
trees, in an effort to protect them from 
the insect pest. 

The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury has already identified 200 
ash trees on municipal land, in local 
parks and on boulevards, and has 
set aside $50,000 in its 2014 budget 
for “forestry.” Seventeen trees have 
already been treated; 91 are scheduled 
for treatment in 2014 at a cost of 
$25,000; another 47 mid-sized trees 
will be treated or replaced at a cost of 
$8,500 - and 67 smaller-diameter trees 
will be replaced, at a cost of $15,250. 

However, there may be thousands 
of ash trees on private property that 
are not part of die strategy. Residents 
are advised to take note of ash trees, 
and be prepared to treat or remove the 
trees before they become a hazard. 

The Emerald Ash Borer is believed to 
have been introduced from China, in 
untreated wood, in 2002. Since then, 
the pest has killed millions of Ontario 
ash trees.

HELPING YOU IS WHAT WE DO! 
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Collision leads to charges 

Around 6 p.m. on March 18, South Simcoe Police 
investigated a driver involved in a collision at the 
intersection of Dissette St. and Holland St. East. 

The officer noted an odour of alcohol on the man’s 
breath; the driver was arrested and taken to the 
station. The man was acting irrationally, and at one 
point ripped a phone off the wall, while talking to a 
lawyer. He was charged with several offences, and 
released - and taken to a hospital for an assessment. 

The 23 year old Bradford man later left the 
hospital and returned home. Just after 11:30 p.m., 
Police were called to the residence, for a report 
of a domestic dispute. They learned that the man 
returned home and got into a fight with his brother, 
punching the victim in the head several times 
before drawing a knife. He also punched several 
holes in the walls of the home. He was arrested, and 
held in custody - facing charges of Impaired Driving 
cause Bodily Harm, Refuse Breathalyzer, Drive 
Disqualified, Assault, two counts of Mischief, and 
Weapons dangerous to the public peace. 

Neither the other driver in the collision, nor the 
brother were seriously injured. 


South Simcoe Police report: Assault, Threatening 


Assault, Threatening 

On March 21, South Simcoe Police 
were called to a dispute that escalated 
into threatening, and assault. An Innisfil 
homeowner returned to find 3 telephone 
company employees working in the 
ditch in front of his house, and became 
agitated, yelling at the workmen. The 
workers told the man to calm down, 
but a verbal confrontation continued. 
One worker turned his back to the 
accused, and was pushed from behind. 

A struggle began between the 2 men. 

The other workers managed to push the 
homeowner away, but the man ran to 
his vehicle, and retrieved a knife and an 
ASP-type baton. He returned to confront 
the workers, threatening them with the 
weapons. The workers retreated to safety 
- and called police. 

A 43 year old Innisfil man was 
arrested and charged with Assault, 
Threatening and Weapons Dangerous. 
He was released on a promise to appear 


for court, and an undertaking with 
conditions. Injuries were not serious. 

Domestic violence 

On March 22, a woman came to South 
Simcoe Police, to report that she was 
the victim of domestic violence. She 
alleged that she had been assaulted by 
her former common-law husband twice 
in 2013 - describing an assault in Nov., 
in which she was kicked and choked, 
and in Dec., when she was assaulted 
again. The victim has since moved 
out. On March 23, officers obtained a 
warrant, and located the suspect at his 
Innisfil home. The 38 year old Innisfil 
male was arrested without incident, and 
held for a bail hearing on charges of 
Assault, Assault with a weapon, Choking, 
Uttering death threats, 2 counts of 
Mischief, and Breach Probation. 

Also on March 22, Police were called to 
the area of the 7th Line of Innisfil, for a 
domestic disturbance that occurred in 


a motor vehicle, on the shoulder of the 
road. A female passenger was assaulted 
by her common-law husband, and 
pushed out of the vehicle. The incident 
was witnessed by a passerby who spoke 
to the woman and observed her injuries. 
The vehicle left the area, with the 
husband driving and the woman in the 
back seat with her 2 twin children. The 
29 year old victim was later located and 
interviewed by police, who learned that 
other domestic assaults had occurred. 
The common-law husband, a 30 year 
old Innisfil male, was located, arrested 
and charged with 3 counts of Domestic 
Assault and Utter Death Threats, and 
held for a bail hearing. 

Call police if you or anyone you know 
is a victim of domestic violence. Officers 
are available at all times to respond to 
emergencies, and VCARS - Victim Crisis 
Assistance and Referral Service - will 
assist with counselling and access to 
support programs.

be disruptive, it can come at a time 
when life’s challenges are already 
overwhelming, and the result can be a 
strong sense of isolation. 

Young Adult Cancer Canada works 
to provide support and advocacy 
specifically for the age group, and 
the 7,000 young adults diagnosed 
with cancer in Canada each year. 
YACC raises funds to provide online 
programs, education, and in-person 
retreats and conferences, to create a 
network of caring. 

And a major fundraiser for YACC is 
'Shave for die Brave.’ 

Shave for the Brave invites 
supporters to collect pledges and 
donations, then cut 10” of their hair 
or shave their heads bald, in a public 
shave-athon. 

Fred C. Cook Public School has 
been a Shave for the Brave pioneer 
in Bradford, introducing both 
the fundraiser and YACC to the 
community 3 years ago. 

This year, Fred C. Cook held its Shave 
for the Brave on March 21, with 32 
“shavers” signing up to be trimmed 
or shaved in the new school gym, by 
a team of professional stylists, who 
volunteered their time. 

Bradford West Gwillimbury Town 
Councillor Carl Hordyk attended the 
event, bringing greetings from the 
Town, and telling the shavers, “You're 


an inspiration to those battling cancer, 
and an inspiration to other schools." 
FCCPS has inspired both W.H. Day

During April Pools Day, families will 
have an opportunity to learn drowning 
prevention strategies, proper lifejacket 
fitting and use, basic self-help skills, and 
rescue techniques in a water emergency. 
The emphasis is on “swimming as a life 
skill” - to prevent drowning, and promote 
physical activity and a healthy lifestyle. 


All of the swimming admission proceeds 
for the day will go to the Lifesaving Society’s 
Drowning Prevention Fund. 

In Ontario in 2013,113 people lost their 
lives due to drowning - up from 105 in 2012. 
The biggest increase came in the 13-17 and 
18-34 age groups. There has also been an 
increase in boating fatalities - 27 in 2013, up
